Around Mars 
Viking II 
Begins Orbit 


PASADENA, Calif (UPI) - 
Viking 2 switched on its 300- 
pound thrust engine early today 
for nearly 40 m inutes and dived 
into 
a 
high 
elliptical 
orbit 
aro u n d M ars, ending an 11- 
month. 505-million mile journey 
through space. 
Mission control at Jet Propul­ 
sion Laboratory confirmed the 
orbit at 8:29 a m. EDT after a 
39-minute, 
35-second 
engine 
burn 
that slowed the space 
vehicle and changed its course. 
Viking 2 will join Viking I in 
its scientific quest for life on 
the surface of M ars Sept. 4. Its 


landing 
site 
will 
be 
in 
a 
northern latitude where biol- 
gists 
say 
there 
is 
more 
m oisture 
than 
elsew here 
on 
M ars and a better chance of 
finding life. 
Viking I landed July 20 and 
has been conducting biological 
and other experim ents for two 
weeks. 
The tim e of orbit was given 
in "earth receive lim e" — 20 
m in u tes a fte r the o rb it was 
actually achieved. It takes 20 
m inutes for the signals, travel­ 
ing at the speed of light, to 
cross the 215-million mile gulf 


of sp ace b e tw ee n Mars and 
Earth. 
Viking 2 w ill travel the long 
egg-shaped orbit around the red 
planet every 27.4 hours, longer 
than the Viking I orbit and a 
longer period of time that it 
takes M ars to revolve. 
At its closest point to the 
planet, will be 932 miles over 
the surface 
At 
its farthest 
point, it will bt* 22,126 miles 
from M ars 
The longer orbit 
will allow M ars, which revolves 
every 24 hours, 37 minutes, to 
turn slowly under the space 
See VIKING.

Sencer, director of the C enter 
for D isease Control in A tlanta 


Final Effort Made 
To Film History 


A final effort is being m ade to com plete the program of 
m icrofilm ing interesting docum ents of historical and 
geneological interest in the county. This microfilm ing is 
being done by the Indiana S tate L ib rary in cooperation 
with the local library and m em b ers of the Rush County 
Historical Society and the B icentennial comm ittee. R ush 
County has the best record for participation of any county 
in the sta te according to an announcem ent m ade at the 
m eeting of the Bicentennial C om m ittee Friday noon at Hie 
Durbin. T here have been three v isits already, and the 
next session and probably the last one in the program will 
be S eptem ber 23 a t the Rushville L ib rary . Anyone having 
records, docum ents, letters or books, both old or recent, 
which m ay have historical in terest or which should be 
preserved is urged to bring them in a t this time. They will 
be m icrofilm ed and returned to the owner. Copies of the 
film will be filed with the local and the state library. 
When the film s a re completed and cataloged and placed 
in the lib rary there will be a view er installed for the 
convenience of the library patrons. 
Al Hodge reported on the success of the recent history 
‘workshop held at Homer. He also sta te d that m ore than 
2,000 R ush County young people have attended the various 
workshops held in Homer during the last ten years, with 
many form er participants now retu rn in g to assist the 
instructors in the project. 
Also discussed a t F rid ay ’s m eeting w as progress on the 
planning for publication of a history of Rush County 
during the p ast fifty years.

There are a number of toxic 
substances 
that 
could 
be 
responsible for the illness — 
some natural and some m an ­ 
made. But Sencer said it could 


take weeks before laboratory 
tests confirm the presence of 
poisons in tissue sam ples from 
the victims. 
There was no evidence the 
ailm ent 
had 
spread 
beyond 
convention goers. No “ second­ 
ary cases” of the illness have 
been reported, indicating it is 
not contagious. B ut th e toil 
climbed Friday with confirm a­ 
tion of the deaths of an elderly 
Pittsburgh 
woman 
and 
a 
legionnaire 
from 
W ashington 
County, south of Pittsburgh. 
Sencer said the epidem ic had 
peaked 
although 
“ u n fo r­ 
tunately, 
people 
continue 
to 
die.” 
The search for the first clue 
to its cause goes on. 
In Philadelphia, a team of 
city health specialists aided by 


a CDC expert began environ­ 
mental testing in nine center 
city hotels, where convention 
delegates stayed, looking for 
any trace of toxic substance 
that could 
have led to the 
deaths. 
The team s have been asking

Shah Reza Pahlevi, who says 
he has " tru s t” in America but 
will shop elsew here for arm s if 
necessary, 
sent 
his 
finance 
m in ister to d ay to discu ss a 
proposed jets-for-oil deal with 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Henry 
Kissinger. 
The shah, reacting to con­ 
gressional criticism that U.S. 
sales of w eapons to his country 
are excessive, asked a group of 
Am erican new sm an F rid ay : 
"Can the United States, the 
non-Communist world, afford to 
lose Ira n ? ” 
K issinger, who had just spent 
three hours with the Iranian 
ruler in private talks, stood 
solemnly a t his side during the 
question-and-answer session in 
the sum m er palace at Now- 
shahr on the Caspian Sea 
"We a re the only judge of 
what we need or not,” the 
m onarch said. "If you supply 
us with w hat we need, okay, we 
are happy, we are happy with 
you. We have had such good 
relations for such a long tim e, 
and we tru st you. 
But 
he 
added, 
"If 
your 
sources a re not available to us, 
there are m any other sources 
in the world just waiting for the 
moment for us to go and shop 
in their shops.” 
A U S Senate report released 
this week said the U.S. supplies 
of weaponry to Iran — HO 
billion w orth since 1973 — went 
far beyond its military needs or 
ability to handle them 
But the shah claimed 
his 
neighbors had a three-to-one 
edge in m ilitary firepower and 
said Iran can "very easily” 
absorb m ore arm s 
Kissinger,

"extrem ely constructive,” late r

The two men are scheduled to

South Bend Man Faces Murder Charges 


SOUTH BEND, Ind. (U PI) — A South Bend m an still 
faces a m urder trial in M ichigan after being acquitted 
F riday in St. Joseph Superior Court of m u rd er charges 
in connection with the disappearance of a w om an with 
whom he shared an ap artm en t three years ago. 
G erald Liebertowski, 34, was held in jail here aw aiting 
transfer to St. Joseph, Mich, where trial w as scheduled 
in Berrien County D istrict Court in connection w ith the 
disappearance of a 
second 
woman 
under 
sim ilar 
circum stances. 


Indiana authorities charged him with the slaying of 
Jan iece Langs, 21, South Bend. She disappeared in 
Novem ber 1973 after she moved out of L iebertow ski’s 
house. The w om an’s body was never found nor has she 
been heard from since. 
M ichigan charges stem from the disappearance of 
Ja n e t Sanders, Niles. She also lived w ith Liebertow ski 
and disappeared. 


Most Banks Interested 
In State Student Loan 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — A 
survey showing a substantial 
drop in the num ber of federally 
insured student loans in Indiana 
also indicates most banks are 
interested in a state guaranteed 
loan program . 
The re s u lts of the su rv ey 
were presented Friday to the 
Indiana Student Financing In­ 
terim Study Committee.

A Change 


A m ajor invention is in the w orks, and it could m ean 
b etter 
results 
and 
higher 
prices 
for 
farm ers 
everyw here. The device in question would enable 
farm ers to get to the soil earlier, and get their product 
to m arket faster when the prices are higher. 
It is an old invention with a new twist, as farm ers 
from as far back as can be rem em bered h ave used it 
to work their land. The new invention is the plow. 
The plow, first pulled by oxen and other b easts of 
burden, and later by powerful tractors, is new. 
R esearch ers 
have 
com e 
up 
with 
the 
“ better 
m ou setrap’’ so to speak, and every farm er could reap 
the benefits. 
The new plow, which is now in the research and 
developm ent stage, is a “ greased p low .” Auburn 
U niversity researchers exp ect the new plow to speed 
agricultural products to m arket and im prove ef­ 
ficiency in the area of energy. 
F arm ers face a universal problem , according to the 
m an who developed the plow, that being sticky soil. 
Soil with a high w ater content has often bogged down 
plowing efforts. The soil is so sticky, it clin gs to the 
plow surface. 
A research team , with the help of m anufacturers 
around the country, hopes to elim inate costly w aiting 
while the soil drys to a point w here it can be plowed. 
That is w here the greased plow com es in. 
The plow is basically the sam e, but instead of just a 
blade cutting the surface, a liquid polym er is pum ped 
along the plow blade. There are slits in the plow to 
allow the polym er to ooze out. Spreading the sub­ 
stance along the blade is done by the soil action. The 
polym er, which incidently is used by p olice in riot 
controls because when it is spread on the streets it 
m akes standing virtually im possible, does not harm 
the soil. 
It sa v es energy, too, because the grease ca u ses less 
friction on the blade. An energy saving of a s m uch as 
25 to 30 per cent has been realized over the non­ 
greased blades, according to the researchers. 
T ests have indicated that the plow is very feasible, 
and right now, that is the m ost im portant thing the 
farm ers are looking for on their farm . 
But tim e m arches on. Scientists and research ers 
are still looking for better w ays to apply forces to the 
soil than just dragging som ething through it. After 
all, after 4,000 years, isn ’t it tim e for a change?

Coronary Heart Disease Decline 


There has been a dramatic 
decline recently in the mortality 
statistics of coronary 
heart 
disease. 
Dr.

Walker, 
director of the Cardiovascular 
Department

Memorial 
Center 
in 
Los 
Angeles, has released a report 
in 
the medical 
m agazine, 
"Modern Medicine.” 
It was noted that during 
World War ll, when there was a 
marked shortage 
of food, 
especially eggs and animal fat, 
cardiovascular mortality in 
Norway and Sweden declined 
considerably. 
When these foods became 
available again there was an 
increase of atherosclerosis and 
mortality statistics. 
The international 
publicity 
about cholesterol, dietary fats, 
cigarettes and early treatment 
of high blood pressure has paid 
off in remarkable dividends in 
the United States. 
Dr. Walker states, “ The 
greatest decrease in smoking 
has been among middle-aged 
and older men, who are at high 
risk of coronary disease and 
account for most coronary 
deaths 
“Therefore, the decrease of 
.smoking in this group produced 
the major overall decline in 
coronary mortality.”

children are taught lifetime 
dietary habits that will prevent 
the formation of atherosclerosis 
(plaques of calcium) in the 
blood vessels. 
In te n siv e 
e d u c a tio n a l

smoking will add enormously to 
the prevention of heart disease 
in the following generations. 
Consider some of these fac­ 
tors that are now known to be 
vital to survival, as published in 
a statistical survey. 
“A man whose blood pressure 
is over 150 has more than two 
times the risk of heart attacks 
and nearly four times the risk of 
a stroke as compared to a man 
whose blood pressure is under 
120. ” 
Add to this “a man with a 
blood cholesterol of 250 or more 
has about three times the risk of 
a heart attack and stroke of a 
man with a cholesterol level of 
below 194.” 
And 
finally, 
a 
man 
who 
smokes more than a pack of 
cigarettes a day has nearly 
twice the risk of heart attack 
and five times the risk of stroke 
as a non-smoker.” 
Think about this. Men and 
women must all think about 
this, and consider the joy of 
planned survival.

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — The platform 
adopted at the- Republican N a t i o n a l 
Convention should speak out plainly on the 
subjects of busing, abortion and housing, in 
the view of John C. Hart, Indianapolis, 
national COP committeeman and member 
of the party’s platform committee. 
He said, “The only way to smoke out 
Jimm y Carter is to take positive positions 
on issues. I don't know how we could 
condemn Carter for taking both sides of 
every major issue if we do the sam e thing.” 


The Indiana delegation to the Republican 
National Convention as a whole is not going 
with any .specific platform planks it wants 
included, according to Thomas Milligan, the 
state 
COP 
chairm an. 
However, 
t h e 
delegation will be consulted by Hart and 
state Vice Chairman Betty Rendel, the two 
national platform members from this state, 
on each proposed plank before they cast 
their final votes on the platform issues. 


Hart, in an interview before leaving for 
Kansas City and the first meeting of the 
platform committee on Sunday, said, “ I feel 
very strongly the Democrat platform is just 
another platform that takes both sides of 
every major issue. The Republican platform 
should 
speak 
out 
on 
abortion, 
busing, 
housing and some of the special areas where 
the Democrats decided to play politics.” 
Hart is the president of the National 
Association of Home Builders and has built 
more than IO,(HK) single and multiple family 
residences in the Midwest. Ile served in the 
Indiana Legislature and was one of the 
architects for the 1973 property tax relief 
package 


“This is not the time to straddle the 
fence,” Hart said “We should take a firm 
stand Busing and abortion issues are major 
issues that the voters are going to be looking 
at and it seems unreal lo me that the public 
would not know where the parties stand. I 
(eel very strongly that rather than make a 
statement so vague the public doesn’t know 
whether you are for or against, that you 
should say nothing at all.” 
Hart said of busing for reasons of racial 
balance: “There s got to he some other way. 
I am for equal opportunity for education and 
equal rights to live where people want to 
live. I have been in housing all my life and 
we have affirmative action housing and we 


are integrating in the housing program in 
Indianapolis. 
“But the threat of busing is causing people 
to shy away from long-term investments 
and go elsewhere because of the constant 
threat of busing, creating a worse situation 
than we would have without it,” Hart said, 
referring to the Indianapolis area situation 
in which a federal court-ordered program is 
in effect and the case still is pending in the 
southern Indiana federal district court. 
“The real key is to go to the township 
school system and abolish the Indianapolis 
school system,” Hart proposed He said that 
by having nine separate township school 
systems within Marion County, elementary 
pupils could go to school near their homes 
and 
high 
school 
students 
“could 
go 
anywhere they want to in the whole county.” 
“ With 
this busing 
threat 
hung 
over 
people’s heads for five years, it has put a 
crisis on schools, churches and shopping 
centers because people tend to move into 
areas where they still have free choice of 
location,” Hart said “ It would be better if 
the courts let it alone for a while.” 
On abortion. Hart urged “a pro-life plank 
in some form. We should attempt to provide 
legislation 
to offset 
the 
current 
court 
decisions.” Hart, a Presbyterian, and the 
father of nine children, said he had not given 
as much thought to this possible plank as he 
has 
to 
the ones affecting housing. 
In 
Indiana's 
presidential 
primary 
E l l e n 
McCormack, the pro-life D e m o c r a t i c 
presidential candidate, 
got 
31,708 
votes 
without campaigning, compared with 417,463 
for C arter, 323,772 for Ronald Reagan and 
307,582 for President Eord. 
On housing Hart said, “The government 
has got to balance the budget and get 
inflation licked because you can't get interest 
rates down until you lick inflation Every time 
the government tries to help with a special 
subsidy, we end up in worse shape than we 
were before. I think the No. I objective is for 
the federal government not to spend more 
than it takes in and stay out of the money 
m arket.” 
Hart said that so far as he knows, the 
platform committee members have not yet 
had any input from either Ford or Reagan, 
the two Republican presidential candidates, 
as to what should be in the platform, but 
“once we get over there (Kansas City) I 
expect we will be contacted by members of 
the President's and Reagan's staffs.”

Science Fiction

Science 
is 
rapidly gaining on, and in some cases 
overrunning, science fiction. 
It was reported the other day that some of 
the boys down at the Brookhaven National 
Laboratory had succeeded in combining 
human cells with the cells of a hybrid 
tobacco plant. 
And in Hungary, scientists have fused 
human cells with those of carrots. 
These experiments still are a long way 
from the dreaded Celery Man that stalks the 
pages of science fiction. But who knows 
what might happen in time? 
The direction I’d like to see this research 
take would be the use of plant cells to infuse 
human beings with some of the more 
admirable characteristics of 
c e r t a i n 
vegetables. 
There are people — I’m one of them — 
who are terribly wilt-prone. Under given 
circumstances that vary from individual to 
individual we wilt so fast you wouldn’t 
believe it. 
While I can’t begin to identify all the 
things that leave me wilted, one of them is 
congressional oratory.

Wilting is a serious handicap for someone 
in my line of work. Perhaps science can help 
by crossing human cells with the cells of 
wilt-resistant tomatoes. 
And certainly some of our more excitable 
citizens would benefit from an infusion of 
the celebrated coolness of cucumbers. Could 
be the greatest thing since Valium. 


They will have to be careful which cells 
they match up, however. Otherwise, the 
e x p e r i m e n t s 
c o u l d 
b e c o m e 
counterproductive. 
In my victory garden this sum mer I am 
growing a strain of okra known as “Clemson 
spineless.” Although I wouldn’t object to 
having a few okra cells in my body, if 
spineless okra were used it could result in a 
loss of fortitude that would offset the extra 
backbone gained from w i l t - r e s i s t a n t 
tomatoes. 


Neither, for that matter, would anyone 
look with favor on any cellular fusing that 
might make us susceptible to aster yellows, 
a disease that attacks tomatoes, potatoes, 
carrots, celery and onions, among other 
plants. 


The potential swine flu epidemic is enough 
concern without having to worry about 
coming down with the aster yellows.

Brookhaven experiments appear to support 
the hypothesis that human cells “contain 
communities of organisms descended from 
independent 
’forms 
of 
life 
related 
to 
bacteria.” 


This suggests, if I am reading it right, 
that man and vegetable might have a 
common ancestry. Confounding Darwin, it 
may turn out that man descended not from 
apes but from turnips Which would be okay 
by me. 


I wouldn’t mind distant kinship with 
rutabagas. In fact, I’d be relieved to learn 
there's no broccoli in my family tree. 


Capitol 
Commentary 


Governor O tis R. Bowen 


A number of people in government tend to 
view housing issues from the standpoint of the 
health of the housing industry. It is an un­ 
derstandable attitude because the housing 
industry is a major source of employment and 
is a significant barom eter of the nation's 
economic conditions. 
However, government's concern 
about 
housing also needs to encompass the goals of 
the potential buyer. Many people put a high 
priority upon obtaining a decent home at an 
affordable price. The decision to purchase a 
home represents a substantial investment. 
The interests are not conflicting It is im­ 
portant, however, that government officials 
understand and deal with the concerns of both 
the industry and the consumer. We have done 
that in Indiana. 
The property tax relief program is an 
example of a step which aided both the 
homebuilder and the homebuyer. The old 
system - which placed far too much reliance 
upon taxation of property—made it more 
difficult for people to purchase and sustain 
homes. It penalized both the consumer and 
the industry. 
The 
new system 
is working. 
It 
has 
broadened the family’s opportunity to acquire 
a decent home at an affordable price and then 


maintain it. This incentive, in turn, has 
strengthened the potential housing market, 
which has the effect of stimulating jobs in that 
industry. 
During this adm inistration, we have 
revived the State Housing Board as a forum 
for analyzing housing issues. It undertook a 
detailed survey of housing needs and now is 
urging enactment of state legislation that will 
help low-income families have greater access 
for housing. 


A number of other factors enter into the 
situation. For example, we cannot build 
homes where we cannot provide sewage 
treatm en t facilities. Inadequate sew er 
systems pose a potential constraint upon 
residential development in a number of cities 
and towns The state is moving aggressively 
to accelerate the pace of new waste treatm ent 
plants. 


Energy provides another example. We are 
actively seeking solutions to fuel problems 
because adequate energy supplies are 
essential to homeowners. 
There are other illustrations as well Each 
of them points to the need for a broad-scale 
view by concerned public officials if Hoosiers’ 
hopes for homes are to materialize.

passing up their yearly fling, but he suspects 
it has something to do with the local 
drought

act {irately, bison, the shaggy beasts that 
roamed the Great Plains in vast herds.

Lott has been around buffalo all his life. 
His grandfather and father worked on the 
National Bison Range in Montana, where he 
grew up. 
Whatever it is that afflicts the ardor of the 
bulls of Catalina Island, the machismo of 
the mainland males has gone untouched, he 
said. 
“Things are normal everywehere else,” 
Lott said shortly after returning from a visit 
to the Montana bison range. 
The bulls live solitary lives most of the 
year and join the cows only during the two 
weeks or so of mating season, he said.
